Claims 1-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Huebsch, et al.-5853422. 

Huebsch discloses an occlusive device 1 0 having a plurality of spokes with 
bends in the middle. The device is releasably locked to a delivery catheter 40. An inner 
core has a twist lok mechanism 140 is used and allows the device to be held in both the 
reduced and expanded configurations. The twist lok 140 142,144 are rotated to allow for 
the device to be released from the delivery catheter see col. 6 lines 1-12. Tissue hooks 
70 may be used to anchor the device in place relative to neighboring tissue. See col. 7 
lines 19-28. 

Claims 1-8 and 11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Tsugita, et al.-6371971. 

Tsugita discloses a catheter 105 and an inner core 125 having a receptacle 135 
having inner threads for receiving outer threads 136 on the proximal end of an occlusive 
filter basket made of a plurality of expandable spokes col. 13 lines 1 8-28 detail that a

rotational lock on the filter would allow for coupling to b rotated relative to the filter to 
allow its removal therefrom.
